Ordinarily, this valva opens 
to permit food to enter the stomach 
but sometimes—especially in high­ 
ly nervous people—it fails to relax 
when and rn it should. 


Long.Continued Attacks 


Complete blocking ia the excep­ 
tion rather 
than the rule, 
but 
enough food and fluids are held bac.k 
by frequent and iong-continaed at­ 
tar- s to dilate or stretch the esoph­ 
agus. Difficulty in swallowing may 
bc*rin suddenly or gradually, and 
the severity of the attacks varies, 
from time to time. Occasionally, 
there is complete blocking so that 
no food can be swallowed for sev 
era! days. Apples, popcorn and car- 
boosted beverages seem to cause 
the greatest difficulty. 
Sometimes food may be brought 
up during sleep and the food ma­ 
terial breathed into the windpipe, 
cauking strangulation and lung in­ 
fection. The pressure of the dilated 
e ophagus may be responsible for 
shortness of breath and coughing.

Diag-n<•>?:« of this condition it not 
difficult to make. X-r«y examina­ 
tion of the esophagus ie helpful 
in distinguishing th* cardiospasm 
from such conditions as cancer of 
th* esophagus or herniation of th* 
stomach into the chest cavity. 


Emotional Strain 


Cardiospasm cexelor* mer* oftM 
in men than in women, th* symp- 
toms usually appearing between th* 
igea of twenty and thirty. They ara 
always made worse by emotional 
strain. Ulcers may develop in tile 
lower end of the e-ophagua because 
of the collection of foods and fluid* 
rn the lower end of the esophagus. 
The treatment of this condition 
consists in stretching the cardiac 
valve by usn.g dilators. One or two 
such treatments fee rn to give relief 
to about three-quarteris of Hie pa­ 
tients. There may be recurrence of 
the symptoms but these are usually 
relieved completely by another di­ 
lating treatment Operation, such aa 
cutting of the nerves which run *o 
»h« valve, is not usually successful.

No. I problem in 1947, and gov- 
erment economists predict that 
even higher p r i c e s will give 
American housewives their big­ 
gest headaches in 1948. 
In their first post-OPA year, 
Americans watched the prices of 
almost a l l f o o d commodities 
soar to new record levels despite 
high farm production and t h e 
nation’s first peacetime 
f o o d 
conservation drive 
Increased food prices figu- 
ed so importantly in the fam i­ 
ly budget that President Tru­ 
man finally urged congress to 
restore price control and ra­ 
tioning authority. 
As a result th* cost of living 
problem promised to become a 
big issue in the 1{M8 presidential 
elections. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported that on Dec. I whole­ 
sale food prices were 12.1 per­ 
cent above the level of a year 
ago. Retail food prices went up 
9 5 percent in the f i r s t n i n e 
months of 1947. 
The upward price trend was 
stimulated bv a steady climb in 
the prices of grain, meat, dairy 
products, and < ♦her basic com ­ 
modities. The price of w h e a t 
alone soared to the highest point 
since 1917.

BUSINESS, 4<>vei inment 
and 
labor disagreed at times on the 
reasons for the soaring 
f o o d 
prices. The price rises were at­ 
tributed to a poor corn c r o p , 
strong foreign relief 
demands, 
speculation on commodity mar­ 
kets. and hasty removal of price 
controls. 
But. whatever Hie reason, the 
American housewife found that 
she had turned from food short­ 
ages in the final days of price 
control in 1946 to a situation in 
1947 where high prices threaten­ 
ed to curtail her purchases. 
Nevertheless, there was 
at 
least one bright note in t h e 
IL S. good p i c t u r e in 1917. 
Americans continued to e a t 


far better than any other peo­ 
ple in the world and t h e i r 
average per capita food con­ 
sumption was only one percent 
below the 1946 record. 
The first indication that food 
prices were heading u p w a r d 
cam e in the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment’s reports in late su m m e r 
on the 1947 corn crop, biggest 
U. S. gram harvest. 
A prolonged drought in t h e 
mid-west d a m a g e d the corn crop 
to such an extent that the 1947 
yield dropped to two billion, 447 
million bushels — 8 4 0 million 
bushels below the record 1946 
output. 
This comparatively low yield 
of corn—the basic livestock feed 
—contributed to soaring g r a i n 
prices and helped push rn e a t 
prices to even higher levels.

DESPITE the sm all corn crop, 
American fa rm e rs in 1947 con­ 
tinued to maintain their h i g h 
production of the w a r years. The 
total volume oi crop output was 
only one percent below the re­ 
cord average for 1942-46. 
F aced with continued w o r l d 
needs and high prices at home, 
Secretary of Agriculture Ander­ 
son urged f a rm e rs to keep their 
production high in 1948. In s e t ­ 
ting crop goals for 1948. he ask­ 
ed farm ers to plant nine million 
more acres than they did in 1947. 
World f o o <1 conditions r e ­ 
mained poor in 1947 and food 
emerged as an even more im­ 
portant factor in the efforts of 
the United States to establish 
a permanent peace. 
The U. S. pushed its grain ex­ 


port goal to 570 million bushels, 
about 20 million bushels above 
the 1946-47 shipments. 
However, 
President Truman 
warned in October that the ex­ 
port goal could not be reached 
without strict food saving in the 
United States. He then launch­ 
ed the most extensive peacetime 
food conservation campaign in 
American history.

THE PRESIDENT set u p a 
Citizens* Food committee, head­ 
ed by Charles Luckman, to ad­ 
minister a voluntary food .sav­ 
ing drive. The Luckman com m it­ 
tee immediately c a l l e d f o r 
“ m eatless Tuesdays,” and “egg- 
less and poultry less Thursdays” 
as grain conservation measures. 
Industry also m i n e d in the 
drive. The n a t i o n ' s distillers 


agreed to shut down for 60 days, 
and brewers, bakers and poultry 
raisers promised to adopt grain 
saving practices. T h e s e indus­ 
tries pledged a grain saving of 
80 million bushels before 
t h e 
spring of 1948. 
Poultryless Thursday was the 
first f a i l u r e of the voluntary 
campaign. After six weeks 
o f 
existence, the “cat no poultry’’ 
day finally was called off b y 
Luckman wRo soon returned to 
his $3OO,0OO-a-\ ear job as presi­ 
dent of Lever Brothers Soap Co,
